Dear  NSU  Alumni: 

Although  Northwestern  State  University  has  experienced  phenomenal  growth 
and  unprecedented  academic  accomplishments  in  the  past  few  years,  there  are 
difficult  times  ahead  for  NSU  and  all  of  higher  education  in  Louisiana  because  of 
the  state's  severe  financial  problems. 

As  a  result  of  revenue  shortfalls,  Gov.  Edwin  Edwards  was  forced  to  cut  $45 
million  from  colleges  and  universities  this  fall,  including  $1.5  million  from 
Northwestem's  budget.  The  budget  reduction  made  it  necessary  for  us  at  NSU  to 
curtail  travel,  the  purchase  of  equipment  and  supplies,  maintenance  of  facilities 
and  library  acquisitions. 

In  addition,  it  was  essential  to  increase  tuition  by  $100  a  semester  and  impose 
a  one-time  $50  per  semester  surcharge  on  NSU  students.  Those  revenue  in- 
creases were  necessitated  by  the  fact  that  Northwestem's  enrollment  has  in- 
creased by  more  than  60  percent  in  the  past  six  years,  and  funding  has  simply  not 
kept  pace  with  the  increased  costs  associated  with  that  enrollment  growth. 

The  tuition  increase  was  a  painful  decision,  because  university  students  in 
Louisiana  are  paying  a  disproportionate  share  of  their  college  costs  in  comparison 
to  other  states  in  the  South  and  across  the  nation.  Per-student  state  funding  at 
Louisiana  colleges  is  some  30  percent  below  the  regional  average.  As  that 
percentage  of  funding  has  d<x:lined,  tuition  and  other  costs  for  students  has 
increased. 

One  of  the  major  problems  in  higher  education  funding  is  that  some  72  percent 
of  all  state  allocations  are  specifically  dedicated  for  various  programs  and 
agencies.  Therefore,  only  28  percent  of  the  budget  is  available  for  reduction  in 
the  event  of  revenue  shortfalls,  and  higher  education  is  included  in  that  flexible 
part  of  the  budget  Because  of  that,  state  colleges  have  suffered  1 1  mid-year 
budget  cuts  in  the  past  decade. 

That  pattern  cannot  continue,  because  Louisiana 
universities  are  falling  behind  those  in  other  states  in 
recruitment  and  retention  of  outstanding  faculty,  meaning- 
ful research,  instructional  and  laboratory  equipment  and 
other  vital  areas.  Adequate,  stable  funding  must  be 
provided  for  the  state's  colleges  and  universities. 

Gov.  Edwards  and  the  legislature  recognize  this  need 
and  have  tried  to  address  it,  but  they  must  have  a  mandate 
from  the  people  to  generate  and  allocate  sufficient  funding 
for  higher  education.  A  $700  million  revenue  shortfall  is 
anticipated  for  next  fiscal  year.  Universities  would  be 
devastated  if  the  solution  to  that  shortfall  is  increased 
budget  reductions. 

Enrollment  growth  at  Northwestern  since  the  mid- 
1980's  mandates  increased  funding.  Students  have  been  hit  too  hard  already,  so 
those  revenue  increases  cannot  come  from  higher  tuition  and  student  fees. 

Alumni  of  Northwestern  and  other  universities  should  support  the  efforts  of 
their  alma  maters  to  obtain  stable,  adequate  state  funding  for  their  institutions. 
Thank  you  for  your  support  of  NSU  over  the  years,  and  if  there  are  specific  ways 
in  which  you  may  assist  Northwestern  in  its  efforts  to  receive  sufficient  funding, 
we  will  contact  you.

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dults  everywhere 
are  making 
changes  in  their 
lives.  These 
changes  often 
include  attend- 
ing a  college  or  university.  The 
reasons  for  this  choice  range  from 
wanting  to  develop  a  new  career, 
enhance  a  present  career,  or  obtain  a 
degree  to  getting  away  from  the  daily 
routine  or  just  simply  to  learn. 

Providing  life-long  educational 
experiences  for  adults  is  the  purpose 
of  the  Division  of  Continuing  Educa- 
tion at  Northwestern  State  Univer- 
sity. Dr.  Sam  Coker, 
director  of  the  Division  of 
Continuing  Education,  said 
he  and  his  staff  work  to 
ensure  that  almost  any  class 
imaginable  is  available  to 
students. 
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"Increasingly  in  professions  and 
other  groups,  continuing  education  is 
required,  such  as  nursing,  medicine, 
law,  real  estate  and  insurance,"  said 
Coker.  "Our  job  in  Continuing 
Education  is  to  provide  opportunities 
for  them  to  have  seminars  and  work 
shops  here." 

Both  the  non-credit  courses  and 
credit  courses,  which  include  seminars 
on  real  estate,  insurance  and  optometry 
are  becoming  increasingly 
popular.Non-credit  courses  range  from 
Aerobic  Exercise  to  Intermediate 
Genealogy  to  Wine  Appreciation. 

"Many  of  our  non-credit  courses 
offer  rehabilitation  and  the  chance  to 
stay  in  good  physical  condition,"  he 
said.   "Water  aerobics  has  been 
extremely  popular  with  the  women." 

Coker  feels  that  the  wide  variety  of 
classes  offered  are  appealing  to  the 
public. 

"We  try  to  offer  such  a  class  several 
semesters,  at  different  times,  to  see  if 
that  will  make  a  difference,  but 
sometimes  the  class  just  won't  make," 
Coker  said.  "We  try  to  offer  courses 
that  people  in  this  area  want  to  take." 

Another  helpful  change  being  made 
in  Continuing  Education  is  the  offering 
of  core  curriculum  courses  at  night  and 
on  the  weekend.  This  enables  people 
who  want  to  attend  college  but  work 
during  the  day  the  opportunity  to  do 
continue  working  and  attend  college. 
The  success  rate  has  been  much  greater 
than  expected  for  these  offerings. 

"Historically,  we  have  not  offered 
many  core  classes  at  night,  but  we 
realize  the  need  for  these  classes  to  be 
offered  at  night  and  we  have  arranged  a 
pretty  good  schedule  of  night  classes," 
he  said. 

The  enrollment  of  adults  in  continu- 
ing education  is  over  50  percent 
nationwide.  Northwestern  is  following 
the  national  trend  as  an  increasing 
percentage  of  non-traditional  students 
are  coming  to  college.  At  Northwestern 
students  age  range  is  the  mid  twenties 


to  72. 

"We  have  grown  substantially  since 
1988,  when  I  came  to  Continuing 
Education,"  said  Coker.  "We  have 
enrolled  over  1 ,600  since  then  and 
brought  over  $236,000  in  tuition  to 
Northwestern  last  year  alone." 

Along  with  the  night  classes  being 
offered,  Continuing  Education  has 
begun  offering  weekend  classes. 

"This  year  we  initiated  weekend 
classes.  And  surprisingly,  50  percent 
of  these  classes  made,  when  I  had  only 
anticipated  25  percent  making,"  said 
Coker.  "We  definitely  want  to  con- 
tinue the  weekend  classes  and  also 
incorporate  what  I  call  'Earlybird 
Classes'  that  will  meet  at  6-6:30  a.m. 
for  people  to  attend  before  work." 

Because  of  the  industry  in  the 
Natchitoches  area,  Coker  wants  to  offer 
swing  shift  courses  to  those  workers 
who  want  to  continue  or  enhance  their 
education. 

"We  have  people  at  Con  Agra  and 
Willamette  that  I  think  would  attend 
classes  if  we  could  rotate  with  their 
shifts,"  he  said.  "The  only  drawback  I 
see  is  finding  instructors  to  rotate.  But 
we  are  trying  to  implement  this 
program  and  we'll  see  how  the  re- 
sponse rate  turns  out." 

Northwestern  also  hosts  a  unique 
program  called  Elderhostel.  This  is  an 
educational  program  for  older  adults 
who  want  to  continue  to  expand  their 
horizons  and  to  develop  new  interests 
and  enthusiasms.  Elderhostel  was 
created  specifically  for  older  adults,  60 
years  of  age  or  older.  These  students 
participate  in  three  programs  in  a  week, 
two  of  which  are  required-to  be  liberal 
arts  content 

Another  unique  offering  through  the 
Division  of  Continuing  Education  is  the 
firemen  training  program.  Northwest- 
em  is  designated  as  a  satellite  site  to 
offer  courses  in  firemen  training 
sponsored  by  LSU.  The  site  is  located 
on  the  Hwy  1  By-Pass  and  services  the 
entire  state  but  mainly  a  five  parish 
area.  The  purpose  of  this  program  is  to 


meet  instructional  and  training  needs  of 
the  fire  service  personnel  in  the  State  of 
Louisiana. 

Because  telecommunications  has 
become  such  a  viable  way  of  learning, 
Continuing  Education  decided  to  tap  in 
on  this  great  resource.  They  are  doing 
so  in  four  ways:  one  is  to  use 
audiographics,  another  is  through  the 
Louisiana  Public  Broadcasting  system, 
which  allows  programs  to  be  taped  and 
replayed  for  more  thorough  learning, 
and  a  third  is  called  Satellite  Six,  which 
offers  math  and  science  courses  to 
teachers  for  certification  purposes  or 
just  for  self-enhancement,  and  fourth  is 
to  help  facilitate  the  NSU 
Telecomunication  course  offerings. 

At  Dr.  Alost's  request  an  off-campus 
program  was  initiated  this  fall  in  seven 
parishes.  The  course  offering  has  been 
well  received  and  adults  in  those  areas 
are  already  requesting  additional 
courses  for  next  semester. 

Coker  has  set  some  attainable  goals 
that  he  hopes  to  achieve  over  the  next 
few  years.  One  goal  is  to  host  six 
Elderhostel  programs  a  year.  This 
would  help  increase  tourism  in  the 
Natchitoches  area  as  well  as  educate 
some  very  active  learners  of  the  older 
generation. 

In  Continuing  Education  courses  at 
Northwestern,  65  percent  are  women, 
35  percent  are  men,  45.5  percent  are 
full-time  and  the  predominant  age 
group  is  30-34,  having  54  percent 
enrolled. 

"I  am  pleased  with  the  response  to 
our  non-credit  courses  as  well  as  to  our 
credit  courses,"  said  Coker.  "The 
improvement  of  self-esteem  is  the 
biggest  change  we  see."

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Mrs.  Velma  Wall  Knowles 
remembers  college  before 
modern  conveniences,  like 
central  heat  and  cooling  systems,  when 
students  slept  on  screened-in  porches. 

She  graduated  from  Northwestern  Nor- 
mal in  1934  with  a  degree  in  Physical 
Education  and  then  taught  P.  E.  in  Pine 
Tree  Independent  School  District  until  she 
was  60.  She  still  volunteers  at  the  school, 
offering  expert  advice  and  plenty  of  stories 
worth  remembering. 

Knowles  has  fond  memories  of  her  years 
at  Normal.  She  remembers  sleeping  on 
sleeping  porches  during  the  warmer  months 
of  the  year. 

"Our  rooms  back  then  only  had  a  chest 
of  drawers  and  a  desk,  so  the  beds  were 
outside  on  screened-in  porches,"  she  said 
"And  it  really  could  get  cold  out  there 
sometimes." 

Knowles,  a  Physical  Education  major, 
recalls  the  uniforms  they  were  required  to 
wear. 

"We  wore  black  bloomers  and  black 
stockings  so  our  legs  were  fully  covered 
and  white  blouses,"  she  recalled. 

Knowles  shared  how  the  students  were 
assigned  certain  days  of  the  week  to  carry 
their  laundry  to  the  laundry  building  and 
how  the  Post  Office  was  then  housed  in  the 
basement  of  Warren  Easton  Hall. 

During  her  collegiate  years,  one  of  her 
boyfriends  worked  at  the  dining  hall,  so 
she  would  meet  him  there  when  he  got  off 
work. 

At  graduation,  Knowles  and  some  fel- 
low graduates  had  the  honor  of  carrying 
the  "cedar  rope"  down  the  aisle  to  the 
platform.  The  cedar  rope  was  made  from 
the  many  cedar  trees  surrounding  Caldwell 
Hall  and  symbolized  the  continuation  of 
the  University. 

Some  professors  who  made  a  lasting 
impression  on  Knowles  were  John  and 
Thelma  Kyser,  Doris  Henry,  Joe  Webb 
and  "Rags"  Turpin. 

Northwestern  was  fortunate  that  Gail 
George  Hammond  and  Gladys  Stevens 
Thompson,  two  of  Knowles*  friends,  had 


such  an  big  influence  on  her.  It  is  because 
of  their  efforts  that  she  chose  to  attend 
Normal.  Other  classmates  of  hers  were 
Beth  Ricks  Connor,  Willie  Ward,  Meryl 
Jones,  Elise  Haygood  and  Bill  Dodd. 

Knowles  and  Connor  organized  their 
50th  class  reunion  held  in  1984  at  the  Holi- 
day Inn  in  Natchitoches. 

"We  sent  out  125  announcements  and 
74  people  attended.  We  were  so  pleased  to 
be  able  to  locate  that  many  people,"  she 
said.  "And  it  was  so  good  to  see  such  good 
friends  again." 

Although  some  things  may  have  changed 
since  Knowles  was  a  student  at  Normal, 
some  things  will  never  change — memo- 
ries. 

Two  years  from  now  will  be  Knowles* 
60th  class  reunion. 

"Some  of  the  most  memorable  days  of 
my  life  were  spent  at  Normal.  They  were 
very  happy  days.  I  would  have  to  say  that 
it  was  a  great  time  in  my  life." 

Knowles  turned  80  in  August  and  has 
reservations  to  go  to  Epcot  in  Orlando,  Fla., 
in  November.  She  is  a  hospital  volunteer, 
member  of  a  Bible  study  Club,  bridge  club 
and  is  involved  in  Woman's  Forum. 

She  is  active  in  church  and  Sunday 
School  and  often  attends  plays,  musicals 
and  the  Longview  Symphony.  Knowles 
also  enjoys  travelling.  She  has  been  to 
Europe,  Hawaii,  on  an  Alaskan  cruise,  to 
the  east  and  west  coasts  and  last  winter  she 
went  to  Winter  Park,  Colo.,  on  a  snow 
skiing  trip. 

Her  advice  to  the  younger  generations  is 
that  "you  don't  have  to  take  to  the  rocking 
chair  after  sixty"!

Trying  to  compete  as  an  in 
dividual  in  the  franchise 
world  is  not  always  easy 
but  Gary  LaHood, 
founder  and  owner  of  Gary's  Fried 
Chicken,  is  an  expert  in  competing. 

LaHood  earned  a  business  degree  from 
Northwestern  in  1975  and  went  to  work  for 
Capital  Bank  in  Baton  Rouge  upon  gradu- 
ation. But  he  soon  tired  of  the  banking 
business  and  decided  to  return  home  and 
look  for  other  opportunities.  His  back- 
ground in  grocery  and  retail  sales,  plus  his 
experience  in  the  accounting  department  at 
Capital  Bank  helped  him  take  advantage  of 
the  opportunities  that  were  coming  his 
way.  LaHood  found  the  first  opportunity 
in  a  building  located  in  Pineville.  This 
building  had  formerly  been  a  fried  chicken 
restaurant,  a  pizza  restaurant  and  a  deli. 

The  deal  was  good  and  the  time  was 
right  so  LaHood  opened  only  12  hours 
after  the  previous  owner  closed,  leaving 
little  time  to  prepare.  Needless  to  say, 
LaHood  was  not  at  all  ready  for  the  rush  of 
hungry  people  who  would  flood  the  store. 

"I  didn't  have  cookers  turned  on  or 
anything.  I  hadn't  planned  on  opening 
until  the  next  day,"  he  recalls. 

But  LaHood's  father  came  to  the  rescue 
and  began  cooking  chicken. 

Because  this  store  was  so  successful, 
LaHood  decided  to  open  another  store  in 
Tioga  in  1982.  This  store,  too,  was  a 
success.  One  day  in  1988  Gary's  went 
through  80  cases  of  chicken  in  two  days  at 
the  Pineville  store  and  73  cases  at  the  Tioga 
store.  But  LaHood  is  not  one  to  count  his 
chickens  before  they  hatch. 

In  1990  Gary's  opened  a  store  in  Alex- 
andria that  he  calls  his  satellite  store.  The 
idea  surrounding  the  smaller  satellite  store 
is  for  it  to  revolve  around  the  larger  store, 
but  not  replace  it.  Satellite  stores  function 
as  to  go  and  pick  up  orders  only.  They  do 


not  have  the  dining  area  that 
the  larger  stores  have,  there- 
fore offering  customers  the 
convenience  of  drive-thru 
without  the  high  cost  of  over- 
head. LaHood  hopes  to  open 
up  more  of  each  type  of  store. 

Another  use  of  the  satel- 
lite store  is  as  a  model  for  other  cities  to 
consider.  If  someone  from  another  city 
visits  the  Alexandria  satellite  store  and 
thinks  that  a  store  of  that  kind  would  work 
in  their  city,  then  that  goal  has  been  achieved. 

"I  want  people  to  see  that  a  satellite  store 
can  work  in  any  city  in  the  world.  It's 
simple.  There's  lots  of  satellites  revolving 
around  the  main  big  store,"  said  LaHood 

Because  of  the  chicken  franchises  lo- 
cated in  Alexandria,  LaHood  knew  that 
competition  in  the  chicken  business  was 
not  going  to  be  easy.  But  LaHood  has  an 
edge  on  the  competition  due  to  the  size  and 
the  fact  that  his  business  in  locally  owned 
and  operated.  Therefore,  he  is  more  able  to 
give  the  customers  what  they  want;  more 
food  for  their  money. 

"All  of  the  good  locations  are  gone  so 
my  customers  come  to  me  for  another  rea- 
son," he  said.  "We  are  able  to  give  bigger 
pieces  of  chicken  cooked  in  better  shorten  - 
ing. 

Obviously  he  is  doing  something  right 
because  Gary's  Fried  Chicken  is  a  nit.  In 
1992,  Gary's  was  named  Business  of  the 
Year  by  the  Alexandria  Business  and  Pro- 
fessional Women,  in  honor  of  National 
Business  Womens  Week  for  the  manner  in 
which  Gary's  treats  their  female  employ- 
ees. LaHood  said  that  he  hopes  that  all  70 
of  his  employees  are  well-treated.  He  be- 
lieves that  being  happy  is  a  key  to  good 
service  and  he  makes  sure  his  employees 
are  happy. 

"My  advice  to  small  businesses  trying  to 
compete  with  the  franchises  is  'do  not  be 


greedy'."  Just  be  happy  making  a  little  bit 
of  money  because  that  little  bit  adds  up 
down  the  road,"  he  said. 

Although  he  has  been  busy  at  achieving 
goals  since  graduating  from  Northwestern, 
LaHood  remembers  Northwestern  for  the 
quality  of  instruction  he  received  as  a  stu- 
dent. 

"I  still  to  this  day  feel  having  had  Dr. 
Williams  for  Economics,  Dr.  Ulferts  for 
Statistics,  Dr.  Best  for  Management,  Dr. 
Hix  for  Marketing,  Dr.  Burkhead  for  Ac- 
counting and  Mrs.  Elise  James  for  advice 
that  this  was  as  great  a  set  of  instructors  as 
there  has  ever  been  assembled  anywhere," 
said  LaHood.

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CoLHedy  Pinkerton 


Being  the  first  woman  in  her 
Air  Force  speciality  to  be 
promoted  to  colonel  is  quite 
an  achievement.  But  that 
is  not  the  only  goal  Col.  Hedy  Simons 
Pinkerton  has  achieved. 

Pinkerton  is  the  deputy  chief  of  staff  for 
morale,  welfare,  recreation  and  services  at 
Hq.  Air  Force  Space  Command,  Peterson 
Air  Force  Base,  Colo.  The  base  is  the 
staffing  headquarters  for  three  major  bases 
and  65  small  installations  which  answers 
questions  pertaining  to  any  of  the  23  areas 
of  responsibility.  Those  areas  include  clubs, 
gyms  and  any  recreational  activities. 

Pinkerton,  a  197 1  graduate  of  NSU,  was 
recently  named  the  1992  'Woman  of  Spirit 
and  Note'  at  the  Woman's  Life  Festival  and 
Trade  Fair  in  Colorado  Springs,  Colo. 

Pinkerton,  a  home  economics  major, 
visited  the  campus  this  past  summer  for  the 
first  time  in  20  years  and  was  impressed  by 
how  the  campus  has  grown  and  changed 
during  that  time  since  she  graduated. 

"Coming  back  to  NSU,  after  having 
lived  all  over  the  U.S.,  I  was  struck  by  the 
beauty  of  the  campus  and  the  tranquility  of 
Natchitoches,"  she  said.  "From  the  per- 
spective of  an  alumnus,  I  was  very  im- 


pressed with  all  the  growth  and  new  pro- 
grams that  I  saw.  It's  obvious  that  a  lot  of 
planning  has  gone  into  revitalizing  the 
school  and  NSU  students  are  fortunate  to 
have  quality  education  in  such  an  afford- 
able setting." 

Pinkerton,  who  graduated  in  three  years 
and  never  took  less  than  20  hours  a  semes- 
ter, says  in  retrospect  she  wishes  she  would 
have  spent  the  full  four  years  enjoying 
Northwestern  and  college  life. 

"I  thoroughly  enjoyed  being  a  home 
economics  major,"  she  said.  "The  skills  I 
learned  have  served  me  well  both  profes- 
sionally and  personally.  Also,  many  of  my 
professors  had  a  significant  influence.  Even 
now  I'll  sometimes  look  at  a  family  mem- 
ber and  quote  one  of  Dr.  Johnson's  famous 
admonitions  orremembernuggetsgleaned 
during  Dr.  Dunn's  family  values  class." 

There  was  a  9:00  p.m.  weeknight  cur- 
few which  was  strictly  imposed  by  the 
housemothers.  That  didn't  prevent  plenty 
of  good  times  for  Pinkerton  and  her  friends. 

"I  remember  cruising  the  Cane  River 
parking  lot  in  a  hot,  black  '64  chevy  con- 
vertible, the  yearly  Tech-NSU  State  Fair 
football  game,  the  endless  hours  spent  de- 
bating world  politics  and  the  Vietnam  war 
were  some  highlights.  Floods  of  memories 
come  back  as  to  how  we  spent  our  time," 
she  said 

Pinkerton  said  she  decided  to  attend 
NSU  almost  by  default. 

"Between  my  junior  and  senior  years  of 
high  school,  I  was  permitted  to  attend  what 
was  then  called  the  high  school  experimen- 
tal program  and  earn  actual  college  credit," 
sherecalled.  "I chose  NSU's  program  since 
my  best  friend  had  just  enrolled  as  a  full 
time  student.  However,  that  summer  was 
one  of  the  highlights  of  my  life  and  sealed 
a  decision  to  come  back  after  high  school 
graduation  on  a  permanent  basis." 

While  at  Northwestern,  Pinkerton  was 
part  of  a  "historical  first".  Home  econom- 
ics majors  were  allowed  to  live  in  the 
"Home  Ec  house"  (  now  known  as  the 


Alumni  house),  but  Pinkerton's  class  was 
the  first  to  have  a  racially  integrated  class 
living  in  the  house. 

"There  was  a  real  concern  on  the  part  of 
the  administration  as  to  how  we'd  all  cope. 
Today  I  look  back  on  this  first  opportunity 
to  live  in  this  diverse  setting  and  appreciate 
how  well  it  prepared  me  for  later  events  in 
my  life,"  she  said.  "Jeanne  and  Cora  Sand- 
ers, the  first  black  residents,  brought  a  lot  of 
humor  and  understanding  to  the  situation 
and  there  was  never  any  question  of  a  prob- 
lem with  Cher  Snody,  Ann  Rose,  Bev  Parker 
or  other  residents  of  the  house.  Dr.  Marga- 
ret Ackel,  our  faculty  advisor,  was  wonder- 
ful and  key  to  the  success  of  this  project." 

Pinkerton,  along  with  most  all  college 
students,  made  lasting  friendships  while  in 
college. 

"Some  of  my  very  best  friends  from  that 
time  such  as  Karen  Griffin,  Dianne  and 
Sandra  Whittington  and  Sandra  Lincecum 
have  all  been  successful  in  the  education 
field.  I  was  the  only  maverick — becoming 
a  female  military  officer  in  those  days  was 
virtually  unheard  of,"  she  said  Pinkerton. 
"  However,  the  Air  Force  has  been  a  great 
career  opportunity  and  I've  never  regretted 
my  choice." 

Climbing  the  military  ladder,  however, 
hasn't  been  easy  every  step  of  the  way.  She 
advises  women  wanting  to  follow  in  her 
footsteps  to  be  persistant  and  to  prove  them- 
selves. 

She  has  been  awarded  the  Meritorious 
Service  Medal  with  three  oak  leaf  clusters 
and  the  Air  Force  Commendation  Medal 
with  one  oak  leaf  cluster  for  her  achieve- 
ments in  the  military. 

Col.  Pinkerton  is  married  to  retired  Col. 
James  Pinkerton,  Jr.  They  have  a  son, 
Jason,  and  a  daughter,  Holly. 
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Gary  Pittman 


After  taking  one  journal- 
ism course  at  Northwest- 
ern, Gary  Pittman  never 
thought  he  would  be  in 
the  publishing  business.  But  24  years 
later,  he  is  president  and  CEO  of  a  pub- 
lishing company,  Publications  and  Com- 
munications, Inc.  in  Austin,  Texas. 

PCI  is  one  of  the  largest  vendor-spe- 
cific publishing  companies  in  the  world. 
PCI  has  18  monthly  publications  that  are 
targeted  to  users  of  various  computers. 

Pittman  had  received  his  degree  from 
Northwestern  in  business.  He  spent  his 
first  two  years  out  of  college  as  a  teacher  in 
New  Orleans  public  schools.  He  then  took 
his  first  sales  job  as  a  representative  for 
National  Fence  Corporation  for  one  year. 
In  1971,  Pittman  accepted  a  sales  job  in 
Shreveport  with  Burroughs  Computer 
Company,  now  called  Unisys.  He  was 
soon  moved  to  Los  Angeles  and  promoted 
to  West  Coast  sales  manager  and  later 
transferred  to  Austin  in  1976  as  district 
manager. 

"After  that,  they  wanted  to  promote  me 
to  a  position  in  Detroit,"  Pittman  said. 
"That  is  when  I  decided  to  leave  the  corpo- 
rate environment.  I  had  moved  a  lot  in  the 
last  several  years;  I  had  three  small  chil- 
dren at  that  time  and  I  decided  it  was  time 
to  just  stay  put  and  try  to  raise  a  family." 

Pittman  started  a  company  called  Sys- 
tems Marketing  and  Education,  which  de- 
veloped and  installed  software  for  vertical 


lines  of  business  throughout  the  United 
States.  S ME  found  its  niche  in  the  pharma- 
ceutical industry  and  was  successful  there. 
But  Pittman  found  another  market  that 
needed  to  be  served. 

"I  kept  seeing  a  large  void  and  need  for 
a  communications  vehicle  in  the  Burroughs 
computing  community,"  he  said.  "So  I  had 
this  idea  that  I  could  do  a  publication  for 
only  Burroughs  users.  Nobody  had  ever 
done  this  before,  and  there  were  only  a  few 
computer  books  out  there." 

Publications  like  Computer  World  and 
Byte  were  being  published,  but  they  were 
broad-based  and  applicable  to  all  users. 
Pittman  decided  to  focus  on  the  single  mar- 
ket of  Burroughs  users. 

At  $92  per  subscription,  Pittman  was 
hoping  toget  700  subscriptions  to  Burroughs 
World  in  1980.  He  reached  that  number  in 
the  first  month  and  hit  3,000  within  the  first 
year.  Burroughs  World,  now  called  Unisys 
World,  is  one  of  the  anchor  publications  of 
PCI.  The  company '  s  publications  total  over 
500,000  readers  per  month  in  120  coun- 
tries. 

"Not  only  was  Burroughs  World  suc- 
cessful, but  we  got  calls  from  users  of  other 
computers  asking  if  we  could  do  that  for 
them,"  Pittman  said.  "Over  the  years,  we 
have  tried  to  do  that." 

In  the  last  three  years,  PCI  has  been 
making  a  strong  push  for  diversity.  Com- 
puter publications  have  been  the  bread  and 
butter  of  PCI.  The  company  has  started 
launching  several  publications  outside  the 
computer  market.  PCI  has  a  sports  divi- 
sion, which  produces  a  product-oriented 
fishing  magazine  and  a  publication  aimed 
at  coaches  and  trainers.  Most  recently,  PCI 
ventured  into  the  environmental  market  by 
acquiring  an  annual  directory/review,  and 
the  company  plans  to  launch  an  environ- 
mental monthly  in  February  that  will  cater 
to  regulated  businesses. 

PCI  has  also  been  producing  trade  shows 
for  various  computer  companies.  In  the 
coming  year,  PCI  is  slated  to  put  on  seven 
shows  in  the  United  States  and  Europe. 

Pittman,  a  four-year  football  letterman, 
added  to  the  Northwestern  connection  at 
PCI  when  he  hired  his  former  teammate  and 
college  roommate,  Kenny  Guillot,  to  be 


associate  publisher  of  High  Tech  Coaching 
and  Training,  a  publication  that  keeps  train- 
ers and  coaches  abreast  of  the  most  recent 
innovations  in  training  and  rehabilitation 
products. 

Pittman  and  Guillot  were  members  of 
Northwestem's  last  undefeated  football 
team  in  1966.  Part  of  the  reason  the  two  are 
best  friends  to  this  date  is  that  they  endured 
what  Pittman  said  was  a  grueling  program. 

"Back  then  there  were  some  70  guys  that 
started  the  (football)  program  with  us  when 
we  were  freshmen,"  Pittman  said.  "Kenny 
and  I  were  two  of  only  five  people  who 
finished.  Back  then  was  when  men  were 
men;  it  was  tough. 

"We  didn't  have  water  breaks,  we  had 
heavy  equipment  and  we  had  three-hour 
workouts  in  the  heat  of  the  day." 

Pittman  said  he  was  influenced  greatly 
by  Northwestern  Coaches  Jack  Clayton, 
Slim  Howell,  Walter  Ledet  and  "Cracker" 
Brown.  Athletics  increased  his  work  ethic 
and  drive,  but  Pittman  said  the  education  he 
received  at  Northwestern  armed  him  with 
knowledge  he  constantly  uses  in  the  busi- 
ness world. 

The  teachers  who  had  the  most  influ- 
ence on  Pittman  were  H.  N.  Towery,  a 
marketing  professor,  and  David  Townsend, 
chairman  of  the  business  school. 

"I  really  learned  a  lot  from  them,"  said 
Pittman.  "I  have  to  say  that  Northwestern, 
with  its  small  classes,  really  offered  me  an 
opportunity  to  learn  a  lot  of  more  than  if  I 
would  have  been  in  classes  with  100  or  200 
other  students. 

"There's  a  lot  I  learned  at  the  university 
that  I  use  on  a  daily  basis.  I  had  a  lot  of 
classes  in  management,  economics  and  ac- 
counting. I  still  use  those  classes  every  day, 
day  in  and  day  out. 

"Not  a  day  goes  by  that  I  don't  remem- 
ber something  I  learned  at  the  university 
because  it  relates  to  my  everyday  life  so 
much." 

Pittman  married  the  former  Sandra 
Daspit  of  Abbeville,  a  member  of 
Northwestem's  1966  Homecoming  Court 
and  a  1967  graduate.  They  have  three 
children,  Gary,  Jr.,  Elise  and  Elizabeth. 
Pittman  and  his  wife  reside  in  Austin.

Thank  you,  Coach 

As  this  year's  graduating  classes  left  the  hallowed 
halls  of  learning,  I'm  wondering  if  they  really  know 
what  impact  certain  teachers  have  had  on  their  lives. 

When  they  get  on  down  the  road  (even  to  the  point  where  I  am 
today),  will  they  remember  them  by  name? 

And  for  what  will  they  be  remembered? 

As  I  look  back-way -y-y  back-  there  are  some  teachers  who  come 
to  mind  who  really  were  outstanding. 

Perhaps  one  of  the  most  significant  would  be  teacher/principal 
D.C.  Wimberly. 

He  came  to  Shongaloo  as  principal  when  I  was  in  eighth  grade 
and  left  after  our  class  graduated. 

Algebra  class  under  Mr.  Wimberly  was  my  favorite.  Those 
abstract  ideas  just  seemed  to  come  alive  as  he  stood  at  the  board  and 
ran  through  the  explanations. 

His  love  of  mathematics  showed  in  his  teaching.  He  made  the 
class  fun  as  he  taught  the  principals  that  we  needed  to  know. 

But  in  addition  to  algebra,  he  coached  us  in  basketball  and 
softball. 

Back  then,  we  did  not  take  a  school  bus  to  take  the  girls  softball 
team  to  off  games. 

Mr.  Wimberly  would  pile  the  team  of  girls  into  his  '49  Ford  and 
off  we  would  go  to  such  places  as  Summerfield  and  other  schools 
nearby. 

He  was  determined  that  we  were  going  to  get  a  chance  to  play  ball 
so  he  went  out  of  his  way  to  offer  us  this  opportunity.  He  took 
everyone  home  after  the  games,  as  that  was  before  high  school 
students  had  their  own  cars. 


Basketball  may  have  been  his  first  love  because  he  took  a 
bunch  of  green  kids  and  taught  them  the  fundamentals. 

He  was  even  brave  enough  to  take  the  teams  to  a  tournament 
in  Castor  to  play  their  very  first  game.  Can  you  imagine  how  he 
must  have  felt  when  his  team  hit  the  floor  for  their  first  shot  at 
competition? 

I  really  admire  his  competitive  spirit,  knowing  we  were  not 
going  to  make  a  great  showing  on  that  first  time  on  the  court 

But  as  time  progressed,  so  did  the  team. 

Mr.  Wimberly  also  helped  us  grow  and  learn  in  other  areas. 

School  secretaries  were  unheard  of  in  the  smaller  schools  and 
Mr.  Wimberly  chose  some  of  the  girls  to  help  out  in  the  office. 

This  was  a  treat  to  be  chosen  to  do  the  tasks  he  assigned  us. 
One  of  the  first  things  he  taught  us  during  this  time  was  how  to  fill 
out  bank  deposit  slips. 

As  we  learned  typing  and  other  office  related  skills,  this  added 
to  our  usefulness  in  the  office.  Even  during  the  learning  process 
he  exhibited  patience  with  us,  a  necessary  attribute  of  a  good 
teacher. 

He  and  his  wife,  Inez,  took  our  class  on  picnics  and  other  class 
outings.  They  seemed  to  enjoy  our  company  and  as  young  people 
we  loved  that. 

There  were  other  teachers  along  the  way  that  were  important 
and  it  is  with  deep  gratitude  that  I  recall  their  dedication  to  the  task 
for  which  they  were  called. 

I  like  to  think  that  somehow  they  know  what  an  effect  they  had 
on  so  many  young  people  coming  along  under  their  guidance. 

And  even  though  I  never  told  you  so,  Mr.  Wimberly,  you  were 
appreciated.

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Endowed 
professorship 
named  for 
William 
J.  Dodd 


The  Division  of  Education  at 
Northwestern  has  created  an 
endowed  professorship 
named  for  William  J.  Dodd,  whose  40- 
year  career  in  Louisiana  politics  included 
terms  as  lieutenant  governor,  state  rep- 
resentative,state  comptroller  and  super- 
intendent of  education. 

Dodd  obtained  his  degree  in  education 
in  1934  from  Louisiana  State  Normal  Col- 
lege and  returned  in  October  of  1991  to 
speak  to  the  student  body  about  his  book 
"Peapatch  Politics."  This  distinguished 
lecture  was  part  of  the  semester-long  "State 
and  Urban  Government"  political  scier  ce 
course. 

In  "Peapatch  Politics,"  Dodd  sheds  new 
light  on  the  personality  and  politics  of  three- 
term  Louisiana  Gov.  Earl  Long.  Dodd 
provided  a  new  perspective  on  Long,  writ- 
ing from  the  point  of  view  of  someone  who 
watched  Long  make  decisions  and  plan 
strategy. 

Dodd  received  an  honorary  doctorate 
from  Northwestern  in  1968,  was  inducted 


into  the  NSU  "N"  Club  Athletic  Hall  of 
Fame  in  1970,  and  was  presented  the 
university's  Clio  Award  for  outstanding 
contributions  to  the  study  of  history  in  1 982. 

"Bill  Dodd  was  a  true  friend  of  Louisi- 
ana Normal  and  Northwestern  all  his  life. 
He  was  the  editor  of  the  Potpourri  and  was 
named  to  Who's  Who  Among  American 
Colleges  and  Universities  while  a  student  at 
Louisiana  Normal,"  said  Ed  Pierson,  gifts 
chairman  for  the  memorial. 

Dodd  taught  school  for  many  years  and 
he  served  as  president  of  the  Louisiana 
Teachers' Association  before  serving  over- 
seas in  the  U.S.  Armed  Forces  during  World 
War  II.  He  also  ran  for  every  position  in  the 
state  and  held  most  of  them.  Dodd  ran 
unsuccessfully  for  governor  in  1952.  He 
served  as  the  state  representative  from  Allen 
Parish  (1940-1948),  lieutenant  governor 
(1948-1952),  state  auditor  (1956- 1960)  and 
superintendent  of  public  education  (1964- 
1972). 

While  serving  in  the  legislature,  Dodd 
sponsored  the  sabbatical,  sick  and  mater- 
nity leave  laws  and  the  minimum  wage  law 
for  teachers.  He  also  authored  the  constitu- 
tional amendment  that  dedicated  oil  and 
gas  severance  taxes  to  public  education,  but 
this  was  later  removed  during  the  1973 
Constitutional  Convention. 

Dodd  retired  from  Louisiana  politics 
after  failing  to  gain  election  to  a  third  term 
as  state  superintendent  of  education  in  1 975 . 
The  1979  elections  marked  the  first  time  in 
nearly  40  years  that  he  was  not  a  candidate 
for  state  office. 

"The  William  J.  Dodd  Endowed  Profes- 
sorship was  the  brainchild  of  many  of  his 
friends.  Funds  are  now  being  collected 
toward  that  endowment,"  Pierson  said. 

This  memorial  will  be  announced  and 
recognized  during  halftime  of  the  North- 
western -  Nicholls  State  football  game  on 
Nov.  14.

Dr.  Nikolas  Lekatis  and  Dr. 
Susan  Molstad  have  been 
named  recipients  of  this 
years'  Outstanding  Teacher  award  by 
Northwestern  State  University's  Alumni 
Association. 

Lekatis,  a  Spanish  professor,  was  sur- 
prised to  learn  that  he  had  been  awarded  this 
honor. 

"I'm  just  doing  my  job,"  he  said.  "I  just 
want  the  students  to  learn  and  to  enjoy  the 
Spanish  language  as  much  as  I  do.  That's 
whatmakes  learning  worthwhile.  Youdon't 
acquire  a  skill  by  just  showing  up  in  class 
sometimes.  You've  got  to  spend  several 
hours  every  day  doing  this  thing  in  order  to 
master  the  skill.  That's  what  I  want  my 
students  to  grasp." 

Most  educators  today  find  it  harder  than 
ever  to  communicate  to  the  students. 

"I  think  what  the  students  iike  is  that  I 
can  relate  to  them,"  said  Molstad,  a  physi- 
cal education  professor.  "I  think  the  stu- 
dents kind  of  understand  that  I'm  on  the 
same  side  with  them,  that  we're  working 
together  and  that  it's  not  me  against  them  or 
them  against  me.  I  think  they  trust  me  and 
they  know  that  I  will  help  them  in  any  way 
that  I  can." 


Both  of  these  professors  noted  that  stu- 
dents learn  more  than  just  the  subject  matter 
in  the  classroom. 

"Being  self-motivated  and  self-disci- 
plined is  one  of  the  most  important  things 
students  can  take  with  them  after  gradua- 
tion," she  said.  "Feeling  capable  and  com- 
petent at  what  you  do  is  learned  through 
interaction  with  others  who  have  been  suc- 
cessful or  have  the  qualities  you  aspire  to 
possess. 

Professors  today  know  how  tough  the 
real  world  can  be  and  want  to  fully  prepare 
students  for  the  future.  Lekatis  and  Molstad 
realize  that  teaching  students  to  be  respon- 
sible is  a  tough  task  to  handle  but  that  it  is 
necessary  for  students  to  know  certain  things 
before  venturing  out  into  the  unknown.

Three  distinguished  former  North- 
western State  University  students  were 
inducted  into  the  NSU  Hail  of  Distinc- 
tion —  called  the  Long  Purple  Line  — 
during  the  university's  108th  anniver- 
sary Homecoming  celebration  held  Sat- 
urday, Oct.  24. 

This  year's  inductees  were  Dr.  Jolly 
Harper  and  Thelma  Kyser,  both  of 
Natchitoches  and  Maj.  Gen.  Guy  A.  J. 
Laboa  of  Fort  Carson, 
Colo. 

Northwestern  presi- 
dent Dr.  Robert  A.  Alost 
said  the  Long  Purple 
Line  "provides  recogni- 
tion and  appreciation  to 
former  NSU  students 
whose  career  accom- 
plishments or  service  to 
their  fellow  man  have  en- 
hanced the  reputation  of 
NSU." 

"The  university's  ob- 
jective," said  Alost,  "is 
to  make  selection  for  the 
Long  Purple  Line  the 
most  prominent  honor 
bestowed  by  NSU  upon 
its  alumni." 

Harper  arrived 
at  Louisiana 
State  Normal 
College  —  later  North- 
western —  in  1924  and 
completed  his  course  work 
in  1927.  He  taught  two 
years  in  Rapides  Parish  to  fulfill  his  schol- 
arship requirements.  He  went  on  to  finish 
his  four  year  degree  at  Southwestern  Loui- 
siana. 


City,  Provencal  and  Flora. 

He  also  started  the  Natchitoches  chapter 
of  Alcoholics  Anonymous  in  1964  and  has 
helped  hundreds  recover  from  alcoholism. 
Harper  organized  the  first  reunion  of  State 
Normal  College  graduates  from  the  20's. 
He  has  spent  many  hours  organizing  subse- 
quent reunions  and  maintaining  contacts 
with  graduates. 

Kyser,  whose  late  husband  is 
former  NSU  President  John  S. 
Kyser,  was  a  pioneer  in  the 
development  of  physical  education  pro- 
grams for  women  and  has  been  a  major 
contributor  to  the  historic  preservation  of 
Natchitoches. 

A  1922  graduate  of  State  Normal  Col- 
lege, Kyser  served  on  the  college's  faculty 


He  also  earned  a  degree  at  Southern 
Methodist  University  and  returned  to  the 
Natchitoches  area  in  1931,  pastoring 
churches  in  Montrose  and  Provencal.  Harper 
served  around  the  state,  leading  churches  in 
New  Orleans,  Shreveport,  Franklin, 
Bastrop,  Alexandria,  Ruston  and 
Natchitches. 

Harper  retired  in  1967,  then  asked  to 
minister  at  a  small  church.  He  served  in 
Opelousas  for  two  years  and  retired  again. 
He  returned  to  Natchitoches  in  1974  and  in 
retirement  has  served  churches  in  Bossier 


plantations  in  the  Cane  River  Country  which 
has  resulted  in  Natchitoches  becoming  one 
of  the  state's  most  popular  tourist  attrac- 
tions. 

She  was  also  instrumental  in  editing  and 
publishing  the  book,  "Natchitoches,  Oldest 
Settlement  in  Louisiana  Purchase,"  and  the 
NSU  Press  publication  of  "Cane  River 
Country"  by  a  contribution  of  land  to  North  - 
western  by  the  John  S.  Kyser  Estate. 

Kyser  was  previously  honored  by  North- 
western with  an  Honorary  Doctorate  of 
Humanities. 

Laboa  received  a  Bachelor's  of 
Science  degree  from  NSU  in 
1962  and  later  earned  a  master's 
in  public  administration  from  Shippensburg 
State  College. 

His  most  recent  as- 
signment was  Director 
of  Operations,  Forces 
Command  at  Ft. 
McPherson,  G  A.  He  has 
held  several  other  com- 
mand and  staff  positions. 
After  attending  the 
Army  War  College,  he 
became  the  Assistant 
Chief  of  Staff,  Opera- 
tions Director,  Plans  and 
Training,  and  later  In- 
spector General  for  the 
5th  Infantry  Division 
(Mechanized)  at  Fort 
Polk.  He  was  then  as- 
signed to  the  8th  Infan- 
try Division  (Mecha- 
nized) in  Europe,  com- 
manding the  1  st  Brigade 
and  later  taking  over  as 
Chief  of  Staff.

for  18  years.  She  was  instrumental  in  get- 
ting an  academic  major  in  physical  educa- 
tion for  women  established  in  1930,  the  first 
curriculum  in  physical  education  for  women 
in  any  state  college  in  Louisiana. 

She  was  a  charter  member  and  first 
president  of  the  Louisiana  Association  for 
Health,  Physical  Education  and  Recreation 
and  has  been  recognized  on  the  state  and 
national  level  for  her  interests  and  contribu- 
tions to  health  and  physical  education. 

Kyser  reactivated  the  Association  for 
the  Preservation  of  Historic  Natchitoches 
in  1954  and  was  association  president  for 
13  years.  She  established  the  first 
Natchitoches  pilgrimage,  a  tour  of  homes  in 
the  National  Historic  Landmark  district  and 


LaBoa  has  been  the  recipient  of  the 
Purple  Heart,  Silver  Star,  Bronze  Star,  De- 
fense Meritorious  Service  Medal  and  Meri- 
torious Service  Medal.

Pat  Pierson 


Thousands  of  miles  and  15 
years  later,  Pat  Nolen  Pierson  is 
finally  doing  what  she  planned 
after  graduating  with  honors 
from  Northwestern  in  1977. 

Pierson,  former  women's  basket 
ball  coach  at  Northwestern 
(1978-87)  and  East  Carolina 
University  ( 1987-92),  is  in  her  first  semes- 
ter as  an  instructor  in  NSU's  home  eco- 
nomics department. 

She  loves  it. 

"I  had  planned  to  teach  and  got  side- 
tracked. I  had  a  career  change  for  15  years. 
Now  I'm  doing  what  I'd  planned  to  do." 

Not  that  she  was  unhappy,  or  unsuc- 
cessful, in  coaching.  Quite  the  opposite. 
Consider: 

*  in  her  first  year  as  a  coach,  she 
led  her  high  school  alma  mater,  Pitkin,  to 
the  state  championship  game. 

*  at  the  age  of  23,  she  took  over 
as  head  coach  at  Northwestern,  and  in  her 
nine  years  in  charge  led  the  Lady  Demons 
to  166  wins,  three  straight  conference 
championships,  votes  in  the  Associated 
Press  Top  20  poll  in  those  three  years,  and 
the  university's  first  ever  Division  I 
postseason  tournament  appearance. 

*  under  her  guidance,  North- 
western played  for  the  championship  of 
the  1986  National  Women's  Invitational 
Tournament  and  finished  with  a  25-7 
record  which  ranks  as  the  best  in  the  rich 
history  of  the  Lady  Demon  program. 

*  at  East  Carolina,  she  took  a 
program  which  had  been  a  perennial  loser 
and  turned  it  around,  guiding  the  Lady 
Pirates  to  a  21-8  record  last  season.  In  her 
last  two  seasons  ECU  played  in  the  finals 
of  the  Colonial  Athletic  Assocation  con- 
ference tournament  and  was  only  a  few 
points  away  from  winning  an  automatic 
NCAA  Tournament  berth. 

*  In  her  final  season,  ECU  won 
the  regular  season  Colonial  Athletic 
Assocation  title.  Pierson  was  voted  C AA 
Coach  of  the  Year. 

"She  brought  ECU  women's  basket- 
ball to  where  it  had  been  10  years  ago," 
says  Carolyn  Justice-Hinson,  the  Lady 
Pirates'  sports  information  director.  "Her 
style  is  going  to  stay  here  for  a  long  time. 
Pat  made  a  lasting  impression  on  East 


Carolina." 

With  all  that  success  came  many  honors 
and  a  place  in  the  spotlight  of  women's 
collegiate  basketball. 

Now,  she's  traded  it  in  and  says,  laugh- 
ing, that  she's  "seeking  anonymity." 

Actually,  she's  learning  how  to  live  a 
relatively  normal  lifestyle. 

"I  enjoy  having  my  weekends.  They're 
not  all  mine  —  I'm  grading  papers  and 
preparing  lecture  notes  now,  but  I'm  not  on 
the  road,  driving  five  hours  for  a  home  visit 
with  a  recruit  who  may,  or  may  not,  come  to 
my  school,"  says  Pierson.  "I  enjoy  my 
family  now.  Beinghome  around  them  means 
everything." 

Her  husband,  Joe  Pierson,  was  recently 
hired  as  executive  vice  president  of  City 
Bank  in  Natchitoches,  a  financial  institu- 
tion founded  by  his  grandfather.  Her  son, 
Josh,  turns  7  on  Nov.  30. 

But  she's  still  quite  busy.  Pierson  teaches 
five  home  economics  classes  and  an  educa- 
tion class.  She  has  over  250  students  instead 
of  the  15  players  she  had  each  year  of  her 
coaching  career. 

It's  not  as  different  as  you  might  think, 
she  says. 

"I'm  still  very  much  working  with  young 
people  and  the  same  age  group.  I  feel  very 
comfortable  with  them.  Coaching  is  teach- 
ing. It  may  be  intense  teaching,  but  still,  in 
the  end,  it's  the  same  sort  of  process." 

The  transition  has  been  easy,  she  says, 
because  of  the  enthusiasm  of  the  students  at 
Northwestern  and  the  friendships  she  de- 
veloped with  numerous  faculty  and  staff 
here  while  a  student  and  coach. 

And  because  of  her  love  for  Northwest- 
ern. 

"There 's  a  lot  of  sentimental  and  family 
reasons  to  come  back.  This  is  home.  It 
always  will  be.  Northwestern  and 
Natchitoches  are  real  near  and  dear  to  my 
heart,"  she  says.  "The  first  time  I  walked  on 
campus,  I  was  enthralled.  I  was  lucky  to  get 
the  opportunity  to  play  for  my  school,  and 
then  to  coach  here  for  nine  wonderful  years. 
It  was  very  exciting  then,  and  it  is  now,  to 
feel  like  I'm  contributing  in  some  way  to 
the  success  of  Northwestern." 

The  time  she  spent  away  from  North- 
western has  given  her  a  deeper  feeling  for 
her  alma  mater — for  qualities  it  has  always 
carried  as  well  as  for  the  remarkable  achieve- 
ments under  the  administration  of  Dr.  Rob- 
ert Alost. 

"Having  been  away  for  five  years,  and 
coming  back,  gives  me  a  renewed  apprecia- 


tion of  how  special  this  place  is.  The  univer- 
sity and  city  are  not  only  in  a  very  pictur- 
esque setting,  but  you  also  enjoy  the  warmth 
and  sincerity  of  the  people. 

"People  in  Louisiana  tend  to  be  that 
way.  You  look  at  how  they've  coped  with 
Hurricane  Andrew  in  South  Louisiana. 
People  in  this  state  are  so  resilient  and  stick 
together  in  the  face  of  adversity. 

"It's  all  corny,  but  it's  true.  This  is  a 
special  place. 

"It  doesn't  have  to  be  big  to  be  quality. 
There  are  a  lot  of  great  things  happening  at 
Northwestern.  I  enjoyed  my  five  years  at 
ECU  but  it  also  enhanced  my  perception  of 
Northwestern,"  she  says. 

While  she's  out  of  coaching,  she  hasn't 
dropped  out  of  athletics.  The  first  woman  to 
receive  an  athletic  scholarship  at  North- 
western is  impressed  by  the  status  of 
women's  intercollegiate  sports  at  her  alma 
mater. 

"There  are  more  opportunities  for  fe- 
male athletes  today,  and  our  teams  are  suc- 
cessful. Northwestern  has  always  had  a 
wonderful  tradition  in  athletics,"  says 
Pierson.  "I  feel  a  tremendous  sense  of  pride 
in  the  sacrifices  made  through  the  years  to 
develop  women's  athletics  here  to  the  out- 
standing level  we've  reached  today." 

Pierson  will  continue  to  play  a  role,  she 
says.  She  talks  basketball  with 
Northwestern's  head  caoch,  James  Smith, 
her  dear  friend  and  former  assistant  coach 
with  the  Lady  Demons.  When  practice  starts, 
she's  going  to  drop  in  and  introduce  a 
couple  of  offensive  schemes  to  the  Lady 
Demons  that  she  borrowed  from  legendary 
North  Carolina  men's  coach  Dean  Smith. 

That's  as  close  as  she'll  get  to  coaching. 
But  visits  this  fall  from  former  Lady  De- 
mons like  Stephanie  Washington,  Annie 
Harris  and  Lori  Martin  have  tugged  at  her 
heart. 

"I  miss  coaching  the  most  when  I  see  my 
former  players.  The  relationships  you  form 
with  them  is  really  what  you  carry  with  you 
from  year  to  year,"  says  Pierson.  "There's  a 
special  bond  there." 

Instead  of  sitting  on  the  bench,  hollering 
instructions  to  her  players,  Pierson  will  be 
sitting  in  the  stands  this  season. 

"And  I'll  be  hollering  at  James,  I  sup- 
pose, and  doing  my  share  of  work  on  the 
referees,"  she  says. 

"Now  I  don't  have  to  worry  about  get- 
ting a  technical  foul." 
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GAMES  AT  TULANE, 
LSU,  14  HOME  DATES 
HIGHLIGHT  NSU 
HOOP  SLATE 


December  dates  at  Tulane  and 
LSU,  along  with  14  home 
games  and  a  shot  at  the 
NCAA  Tournament,  highlight 
Northwestern 's  1992-93  men's  basket- 
ball schedule. 

After  leading  the  nation  in  scoring  last 
year,  averaging  95  points  per  game  in  a 
15-13  season,  Dan  Bell  (NSU  '78)  enters 
his  fifth  season  as  Northwestem's  coach 
with  an  experienced  team  that  could  chal- 
lenge for  die  Southland  Conference  tide 
and  the  league's  tournament  champion- 
ship, which  includes  a  berth  in  the  NCAA 
Tournament. 

The  Demons  open  SLC  play  Jan.  2  at 
North  Texas  and  begin  their  home  SLC 
slate  Thursday,  Jan.  7  in  Prather  Coli- 
seum against  Nicholls  State. 

Highlighting  the  non-conference 
schedule  are  a  Saturday,  Dec.  12  game  at 
Tulane  and  a  Tuesday,  Dec.  29  contest  at 
LSU.  Both  teams  advanced  to  the  second 
round  of  last  season's  NCAA  Tourna- 
ment 

The  LSU  game  will  be  regionally  tele- 
vised by  Host  Communications. 

"There's  no  better  way  to  generate 
interest  in  our  program  around  the  state 
than  to  play  those  two  teams,"  said  Bell. 
"From  my  perspective,  they're  a  couple 
measuring  sticks  in  the  preseason  to  help 
us  understand  what  we  need  to  succeed  in 
conference  play." 

The  Demons  broke  23  school  and 
Southland  Conference  single-game  and 
season  records  lastyear.  Along  with  lead- 
ing the  country  in  scoring,  they  ranked 
second  nationally  in  3-point  baskets  made 
per  game  (9.2). 

Headlining  the  list  of  returning  veter- 
ans is  Grimsley,  the  6-6  forward  who 
aveaged  15.6  points  per  game  in  confer- 
ence play.  Grimsley  already  has  1 ,209 
career  points  and  could  easily  finish  fifth 
on  the  Demons'  all-time  list  if  he  main- 
tains his  career  scoring  average. 

Owens,  a  6-8  guard/forward,  has  shot 
62  percent  in  his  career  and  had  a  triple 
double  (19  points,  10  rebounds,  11  as- 
sists) in  a  123-73  romp  over  Grambling. 


Junior  6-7  forward  Larry  Terry  hit43 
percent  (39-90)  from  3-point  range  and 
averaged  1 1 .2  points  and  a  team-high  6.2 
rebounds  in  his  first  season  as  a  starter. 

The  Demons  have  nine  lettermen  re- 
turning from  last  year's  team.

SLATE  FEATURES 
ARKANSAS,  THREE 
LEAGUE  CHAMPS 


A  Feb.  16  home  game  against 
perennial  power  Arkansas, 
the  annual  Southland  Con- 
ference batdes  with  nationally-ranked 
Stephen  F.  Austin  and  a  likely  matchup 
with  defending  Southwest  Conference 
champion  Texas  Tech  highlight  the  1 992- 
93  Northwestern  women's  basketball 
schedule. 

The  Lady  Demons,  21-8  last  year  and 
Southland  Conference  runner-ups,  play 
three  defending  conference  champions 
—  Texas  Tech  of  the  SWC,  Stephen  F. 
Austin  in  the  SLC  and  the  University  of 
San  Francisco,  winners  of  the  West  Coast 
Conference. 

A  13-game  home  schedule  in  Prather 
Coliseum  starts  Dec.  1  with  East  Texas 
Baptist.  Homecourt  games  sure  to  gener- 
ate the  most  interest  are  the  Jan.  30  visit 
by  old  rival  Northeast  Louisiana,  the  SFA 
game  on  Wednesday,  Feb.  10,  and 
Arkansas's  visit  on  Tuesday,  Feb.  16. 

Northwestern  will  count  on  returning 
All-SLC  standouts  Kim  Hill,  a  senior 
guard  from  Waskom,  Texas,  and  Anika 
Moore,  a  senior  forward  from  Baton 
Rouge-McKinley  High.  James  Smith, 
the  Louisiana  "Coach  of  the  Year"  last 
season,  should  also  get  immediate  help 
from  a  talented  group  of  newcomers 
headed  by  consensus  high  school  Ail- 
American  Joskeen  Gamer  of  Florien. 

The  Lady  Demons  have  six  newcom- 
ers to  go  with  a  cast  of  six  returning 
letterwinners. 

They'll  be  tested  early  in  the  Lady 
Raider  Classic  at  Texas  Tech,  where 
Northwestern  opens  against  Oral  Roberts 
and  could  meet  Texas  Tech  in  the  cham- 
pionship or  consolation  game.  The  Lady 
Raiders  were  27-5  last  year,  13-1  in  the 


SWC  while  winning  their  firstcvcr  league 
tide,  and  were  ranked  as  high  as  12th. 

Texas  Tech  reached  the  NCAA  Tour- 
nament quarterfinals  and  built  its 
homecourt  winning  streak  to  1 7  games, 
10th  longest  in  Division  I. 

"Scheduling  is  vital  because  of  the 
youth  of  this  team,"  said  Smith.  "We 
throw  them  in  the  fire  early  at  the  Texas 
Tech  tournament.  They're  extremely 
tough,  perhaps  the  strongest  team  we 
may  see  in  the  regular  season.  Playing  at 
San  Francisco,  which  is  another  top  qual- 
ity team,  and  at  San  Jose  State  will  be  a 
challenge  for  us  before  Christmas.  Hope- 
fully that  kind  of  competition  will  help  us 
prepare  for  the  conference  race." 

San  Francisco  went  19-10  last  year 
and  won  the  West  Coast  Conference  tide 
with  a  10-4  record.  The  Lady  Dons  enter- 
tain the  Lady  Demons  on  Saturday,  Dec. 
19,  and  Northwestern  plays  at  San  Jose 
State  the  next  night. 

Northwestem's  annual  showdowns 
with  SFA  are  set  for  Saturday,  Jan.  16,  in 
an  8:15  game  at  Nacogdoches,  Texas, 
and  the  Wednesday,  Feb.  10  contest 
scheduled  for  a  7  p.m.  tipoff  in  Prather 
Coliseum. 

SFA  was  28-3  last  year,  winning  the 
SLC  with  a  17-1  mark.  The  Ladyjacks, 
rated  fourth  in  the  final  Associated  Press 
Top  20  last  season,  are  aiming  for  their 
sixth  straight  SLC  tide.  SFA  will  be  host 
to  the  NCAA  Midwest  Regional. 

The  matchup  with  Arkansas  is  the  first 
of  a  two-year,  home-and-home  agree- 
ment. The  Lady  Razorbacks,  161-74over 
the  last  eight  seasons,  were  28-4  in  1990- 
91  and  won  the  Southwest  Conference 
tide  before  moving  to  the  Southeastern 
Conference  last  season.  Arkansas  was 
nationally-ranked  early  last  year  but 
struggled  in  the  SLC,  going  3-8  in  the 
league  and  11-14  overall.  Four  starters 
return  from  that  team. 

"Looking  at  the  schedule,  you  see 
teams  like  Arkansas,  Texas  Tech,  SFA 
and  San  Francisco  that  are  quality  oppo- 
nents year  after  year,"  said  Smith.  "It's 
going  to  be  a  tremendous  test  for  us.  It's 
a  tremendous  opportunity  for  us,  loo."
